A STARTLING SCENE. 

Again a man only a few feet from 
the speaker fainted, and his friends, 
affrighted, thered about bim. and 
hundreds of persons sprang to their 
feet. ‘* You are dismayed, are you?“ 
cried the speaker, almost tauntingly 
to tae crowd. Youare thrown into 
confusion and are routed by the 
fainting ofa man—by a trance that 
will resemble death for a few mo- 
ments only! What if that man had 
been struck dead—dead with his 
sigs upon him—dead without repen- 
tance or confession ? Then you might 
stand ghastly aud terrified. Aud 
how many of you if death should

It ought to be 
subjeet of patriotic rejoicing that 
our Stute is so well furnished with 
subordinate seminaries, as feeders to 
the principal establishment. It 
ought not to be expected that private 
enterprise can afford the same facili- 
lies and high advantages’ which are 
conferred by a National University, 

and there ought to be no en vy and 
rivalry if a State Endowment should 
offer some additional and superior 
cultivation, after the other colleges | 
have been paseed through. How- 
ever, Mr. Jeff’rson’s idea, as he ex- 
pressed it to the writer of these lines 
when about t6 inaugurate the Vir- 
ginia Unntvertityywhoseascendancy 
gives no umbmge tu the other insti- 
tutions of the State, but, on the con- 
trary, ex tes and justifies the pride 
of every Virginian.” Mr. Jefferson’s 
idea was, when he applied for special 
legislative favor to the University, 
that it would not interfere. with the 
existing colleges, but would carry 
forward and perfect their preparatory 
work, building on their foundation 
and turning out young men ready 
equipped for the several professions, 
Nothing could be a more ſuir and 
honorable programme; end nothing 
would more certainly raise a State 
to an enviable eminence in ali kinds 
of knowledge than such a system of 
colfateral and auxiliary institutions, 
working together harmonivdsly and
